Mr.-  and  Mrs.  Martin  took,  not 
long  ago,  a  trip  around  the  world, 
on  which  they  met  many  interesting 
characters  and  enjoyed  the  wonder¬ 
ful  scenery.  According  to  Mr.  M'artin 
some  of-  the  most  interesting  people 
were:

Herman  Roe,  field  director  of  the 
National  Editorial  association,  will 
be  one  of, .the  principal  speakers  at 
the  Georgia  Press  Institute,  to  be 
held  at  the  Henry, W.  Grady  School 
of  Journalism,  University  of  Geor¬ 
gia,  February  18-20,  Prof.  John  E. 
Drewry  has  announced. 

Mr.  Roe,  who  is  a  past  president 
of  the  National  Editorial  association, 
and  a  prominent  figure  in  other  na¬ 
tional  and  international  journalistic 
organizations,  will  be  the  visiting 
lecturer  on  journalism — a  position 
which  in  former  years  has  been  held 
by  Director  Willard  G.  Bleyer  of  the 
School  of  Journalism,  University  of 
Wisconsin  and  Director  H.  F.  Har¬ 
rington  of  the  (M’edill  School  of  Jour¬ 
nalism,  Northwestern  university.

For  four  years  Mr.  Roe  served  as 
secretary  of  the  Minnesota  Editorial 
association,  and  was  chairman  of 
their  committee  on  cooperation  with 
the  University  of  Minnesota.  Dur¬ 
ing  a  few  months  of  1931  he  actcid 
as  field  secretary  for  the  association 
in  Minnesota.  • 

As  state  vice-president  for  Min¬ 
nesota  he  worked  four  years  for  the 
National  Editorial  association.  From 
j  1923  to  1926  he  was  charman  of 
nthei  adivertsing  committee  of  the  N. 
E.  A.,  and '’he  has  served  that  or¬ 
ganization  in  several  other  capaci¬ 
ties.  Mr.  Roe  assumed  the  present 
office  of  field  director  in  1929. 

In  December,  1931,  he  was  named 
secretary  cjf  the  Newspaper  Associa¬ 
tion  Managers  to  fill  the  vacancy 
created  by  the  death  of  "Ole  Buck”, 
of  Lincoln,  Neb.
